^ The Good News: For most Ameri- 
cans, a home is their most valuable 
asset. As a home's value increases, 
homeowners grow wealthier and feel 
more confident, typically sparking more 
consumer spending. 

^ The Bad News: Home construction 
now plays too small a role in the econo- 
my to provide much lift. It made up only 
2.4 percent of the economy in the April- 
June quarter. 

^ Looking Ahead: Record-low mort- 
gage rates are likely to keep homes af- 
fordable, but many Americans lack the 
credit to qualify or they can't afford the 
larger down payments now required. 


Consumer Confidence 



Americans are feeling bet- 
ter about the economy de- 
spite chronically weak job 
gains and pay levels that 


lag inflation. 

^ The Good News: When consumers 
are confident, they're generally more 
likely to spend. Recent surveys found 
that consumers expect hiring to pick up. 
^ The Bad News: You can't spend 
confidence. Rising confidence doesn't 
always lead to higher spending. And 
when an economy is healthy, consumer 
confidence is usually much higher than 
it is now. 

^ Looking Ahead: Without more hir- 
ing and stronger pay raises, the gains in 
consumer confidence might not last. 



The Economy's 
Mixed Signals 


^ Anyone puzzled by the most recent U.S. economic data 

has reason for feeling so: The numbers sketch a sometimes 
contradictory picture of the economy. We’ve learned that: 
Consumers are more confident but aren’t spending much. 
Fewer people are losing jobs, but not many are being hired. 
Home and stock prices are up, but workers’ pay is trailing 
inflation. This is what an economy stuck in a slow-growth 
rut can look like. In the long run, reduced debts and rising 
home and stock prices will help rebuild household wealth, 
boost consumer spending and spur job growth. g

^ The Bad News: Business spending 
on equipment and software has been a 
big source of economic growth in recent 
years, but orders for such goods dropped 
sharply in the past three months. 

^ Looking Ahead: Confidence 
dropped in part from fear that the econo- 
my will fall off a “fiscal cliff" early next 
year aftertax increases and deep spend- 
ing cuts will take effect unless Congress 
reaches a budget deal. Those changes 
could throw the economy into recession. 



Consumer Spending 

Americans spent more 
in August. But that was 
mainly because they had 
to pay more for gas and 
other items. Adjusted for inflation, con- 
sumer spending barely rose in August. 

^ The Good News: Americans were 
willing to spend more, even if much of it 
went in the gas tank. Consumers were 
even willing to save less to spend more 
— another sign of confidence. 

^ The Bad News: Income failed to 
keep up with inflation, which is why con- 
sumers had to dip into savings. That isn't 
sustainable for very long. 

^ Looking Ahead: Spending will likely 
grow sluggishly without bigger increas- 
es in workers' pay and perhaps a moder- 
ation in gas prices.

For Romney’s Campaign, Time is Running Out 


Enjoying the Momentum 

In the final weeks before the Nov. 6 vote, Presi- 
dent Barack Obama is enjoying a burst of momen- 
tum and has benefited from growing optimism 
about the economy as well as a series of stumbles 
by Republican challenger Mitt Romney. To be sure, 
much could change in the coming weeks. A host of 
unknowns, both foreign and domestic, could rock 
the campaign, knocking Obama off course and giv- 
ing Romney a boost in the homestretch, (ap) 



Des Moines 

Five weeks to Election Day, Presi- 
dent Barack Obama is within reach 
of the 270 electoral votes needed 
to win a second term. Republican 
Mitt Romney’s path to victory is 
narrowing. 

To overtake Obama, Romney 
would need to quickly gain the 
upper hand in nearly all of the 
nine states where he and Obama 
are competing the hardest. 

Polls show the president with 
a steady lead in many of them as 
Romney looks to shift the dynamics 
of the race, starting with their first 
debate Wednesday in Denver. 

“We’d rather be us than them,” 
Jennifer Psaki, an Obama spokes- 


woman, said recently. 

But Romney’s running mate 
Paul Ryan says there’s time for the 
GOP ticket to win. “In these kinds 
of races, people focus near the end, 
and that’s what’s happening now,” 
he told “Fox News Sunday.” 


If the election were held today, 
an Associated Press analysis shows 
Obama would win at least 271 elec- 
toral votes, with likely victories in 
crucial Ohio and Iowa along with 
19 other states and the District of 
Columbia. Romney would win 23 


states for a total of 206. 

To oust the Democratic incum- 
bent, Romney would need to take 
up-for-grabs Florida, Colorado, 
Nevada, North Carolina, New 
Hampshire and Virginia, which 
would put him at 267 votes, and 
upend Obama in Ohio or Iowa. 

The AP analysis isn’t meant to 
be predictive. Rather, it is intend- 
ed to provide a snapshot of a race 
that until recently has been stub- 
bornly close in the small number 
of the most contested states. 

It is based on a review of public 
and private polls, television adver- 
tising and numerous interviews 
with campaign and party officials 
and Republican and Democratic 
strategists, thomas beaumont (ap)

ly tech-sawy population is unlike- 
ly to warm quickly to potential 
clunky homegrown browsers or 
email services.

U.S. Military Death Toll 
In Afghan War Hits 2K 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

The killing of an American service- 
man in an exchange of fire with 
allied Afghan soldiers late Satur- 
day pushed U.S. military deaths in 
the war to 2,000, a cold reminder 
of the perils that remain after an 
11-year conflict that now garners 
little public interest at home. 

Attacks by Afghan soldiers or 
police, or insurgents in their uni- 
forms, have killed 52 U.S. and other 
NATO troops so far this year. 

“We have to get on top of this. It 
is a very serious threat to the cam- 
paign,” the U.S. military’s top offi- 
cer, Army Gen. Martin Dempsey, 
said about the insider threat. 


Backstory 

Insider attacks are considered 
one of the most serious threats to 
the U.S. exit strategy in Afghani- 
stan. The death toll has climbed 
steadily in recent months with a 
spate of attacks by Afghan army and 
police— supposed allies— against 
American and NATO troops, (ap)

Poll: Local Economy Doing Well 


Responses upbeat as 
6 in 10 call conditions 
good or excellent 

Washington 

Most Washington-area residents 
consider the local economy to be in 
good shape, and the vast majority 
expect conditions to stay the way 
they are or improve, according to 
a new Washington Post poll. 

Four years after the global 
financial collapse, more than 6 
out of 10 local residents rate the 
area’s economy positively, with 
54 percent calling it “good” and 
8 percent calling it downright 


“excellent.” 

With economic issues playing a 
central role in the presidential race 
and the federal government facing 
the possibility of sharp spending 
cuts, the responses suggest that 
locals remain upbeat about the 
region’s ability to weather what 
may come. 

Fourteen percent told pollsters 
the local economy is worsening. 
The rest expect conditions to either 
remain as they are or improve, 
with 44 percent saying they see it 
“staying the same” and 39 percent 
saying it is getting better. 

Conducted by telephone from 
Sept. 10 to 16, the poll surveyed 
a random sample of 1,152 adult 


Meanwhile ... 

Some of the relative optimism 

stems from local residents’ general- 
ly positive assessments of their own 
personal financial situations. Nearly 
7 in 10 Washington-area adults say 
their personal finances are in good 
shape, or better, compared with 
fewer than 3 in 10 nationally, (ap) 


residents in the Washington 
area, including the District and 
close-in Maryland and Virgin- 
ia counties. 

The mood nationwide remains 
much darker. In a Bloomberg poll 
conducted nationwide over the 


same time period, just 14 percent 
of people voiced a positive view of 
the nation’s economy. 

While the unemployment rate 
was 8.2 percent nationally in 
August, it was 5.9 percent in Vir- 
ginia and 7 percent in Maryland. 
The District’s rate of 8.8 percent 
was higher than the national aver- 
age, but falling. 

Locals seem to be aware of how 
different conditions are outside 
the Beltway. 

When asked about the nation- 
al economy, 25 percent of Wash- 
ington-area residents give it 
good marks, and 2 percent call it 
excellent.

Prep for Playoffs 

In baseball, October is different, and not just for the 
players. Playoff ball challenges urban transpor- 
tation systems by drawing huge crowds to small 
areas at odd hours and on uncertain dates. Thanks 
to the Washington Nationals, the District is Look- 
ing forward to its first experience with postseason 
Major League Baseball since 1933. The agencies 
involved in transportation planning and most fans 
who hope to attend games have little or no expe- 
rience with this particular scenario. Like the sea- 
son itself, planning isn't complete, but here's some 
information fans can use as a guide.

Schedule 

A lot depends on the demands 
of television networks and the 
weather, to say nothing of the tal- 
ent and luck of the team. There 
are scenarios in which the Nation- 
als might play one game at home 
and be done. 

The National League starts a 
best of five Division Series on Sat- 
urday and another one Sunday. 
The National League Champion- 
ship Series, best of seven, starts 
Oct. 14. The World Series starts 
Oct. 24. 


Some playoff dates and times 
will depend on the final regular 
season standings. If the Nationals 
finish with the league’s best record, 
they could play their first postsea- 
son home game in the middle of 
next week. Depending on the start 
time, it could either complicate the 
afternoon rush hour or test Met- 
ro’s overtime service. 

Metrorail changes 

The daily deals website Living- 
Social stepped in to finance up 
to two hours of extra rail service 


if necessary after games. (Metro- 
rail is open till midnight Sunday 
through Thursday and till 3 a.m. 
Friday and Saturday nights.) 

Under the agreement, the first 
hour would begin at 11:20 p.m., 
when the last Green Line train 
connecting to other lines is typi- 
cally scheduled to leave the Navy 
Yard station, closest to Nation- 
als Park. If a game is still going at 
11:45 p.m., a second hour of extra 
service will be added. 

Fans heading to any weekend 
games would get another break. 
Metro canceled the major track 
work it had planned for the first 
two weekends in October, part- 
ly out of concern for delays and 
crowding that might affect travel 
to and from the ballpark. 

Buses 

These Metrobus routes serve 
Nationals Park: 74, Pi, P2, V7, V8 
and V9 . Also, the District operates 
a Circulator bus route linking Navy 
Yard station. Eastern Market sta- 
tion and Union Station. 

The stop nearest the stadium 
is on the New Jersey Avenue side 
of the Navy Yard station. 

The Circulator buses are sched- 
uled to run every 10 minutes. Cir- 
culator buses on the Union Sta- 
tion-Navy Yard route will run 
until 9 p.m. following afternoon 
games and until midnight for 
night games. 

There are no plans yet to extend 
Circulator service for any late 
games that could end after mid- 
night. 

Biking 

More than 250 bike racks are 
around Nationals Park, and a 
free bike valet service is avail- 
able in Garage C at N and First 
streets SE. 

Capital Bikeshare has three sta- 
tions close to the stadium and sev- 
eral others a short walk away. Peo- 
ple who use Bikeshare to get to the 
game won’t need to worry about 
searching for an open dock. John 
Lisle, spokesman for the District 
Department of Transportation, 
said a Bikeshare corral with staff 
members to check in bikes will be 
located near the stadium.

Music 

Lorenzo Cherubini is kind of a big deal 
in Italy. Better known by the stage name 
Jovanotti, he dominates record sales charts 
and draws tens of thousands to his live 
shows. He playfully calls his catalog — a 
mix of rap, hip-hop, funk, rock and pop 
— “Frankenstein” music. 

In August, the singer released his 
first album geared toward Americans, 
“Italia 1988-2012,” a career-spanning 
compilation. It’s fitting, since Cherubini, 
46, just moved to New York with his 
family for the year (his daughter Teresa 
is learning English and attending school 


there, while Cherubini woos American 
fans, including those at his 9:30 Club 
show Monday). 

This will be your second time playing the 
9:30 Club; you were last here in 2010. 

[That show] was one of my favorites. I 
was just coming from a very big Italian 
tour, in big sports arenas. [I was in] Milan, 
maybe one week before, where I had 15,000 
people for a show. And so finding myself 
in a small room, packed with people, was 
a totally different atmosphere. 

What’s it like playing at smaller 
venues here? 

For me, it’s always kind of an emotional 
experience, because I’ve been on the road 
for something like 25 years, but this feeling 
of being brand-new in this country makes 
me feel so fresh. It’s always good; starting 
points are always vital.
